It Strikes Sidewalk. 


George J. Hansen, 87-year-old re- 
tired insurance agent and bottling 
plant operator, plunged to his death 
shortly before 4 o'clock Monday after- 
noon, when he fell to the sidewalk 
from a ninth-story window on the 
Edgewood avenue side of the Hurt 
building. As the aged man hurtled 
headfirst to the concrete walk, he nar- 
rowly missed striking Leonard Smith, 
of 1006 Highland view, and came only 
a few feet from several women who 
were walking along Edgewood avenue. 

The fatal plunge was started from 
the window of room 912, a vacant of- 
fice sed by the Southern Bell Tele- 


Ppbone & Telegraph Co. and used as a 


committee room and rest room, A 
glass wind-deflector was found remov- 
ed from the window sill and standing 
against tie wall. There was a small 
bex by the window and there were 
marks on the outer side of the window 


sill apparently made by the nail’s wh a 
man’s shoes, indicating that he had 
climbed into the window and hurled 
himself to the street below. 

The body was removed to the under- 
taking establishment of J. Austin Dil- 
lon, where Coroner Paul Donehoo will 
hol an ingutst. at 8:30 o'clock this 
morning, 

Employes at the building told of 
having seen Hansen about “the halls 
of the building several times iImmedi- 
ately befofe the tragedy. He was 
wandering aimlessly about and occa- 
sionally tried the doors of offices, 
they said. Frank Carroll, an em- 
ploye, stated that about an hour be- 
fore Hansen’s death he saw the old 
man sitting on the sill of a corridor 
window looking out over the city. 
Carroll remarked at the time, “That 
old man will fall out if he doesn't 
Watch out.” 

Relatives said that Hansen's wife 
had been killed in an automobile ac- 
cident about three and a half years 
ago and his health since that time 
had been poor. Accepting the clear 
suicide indications, relatives were in- 
clined to blame despondency over ill 
health and his wife’s death for the 
act. 

Hansen had lived in Atlanta about 
50 years. During the early years 
of his residence here, he was con- 
nected with the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company and became wide- 
jy known in that work. He later 
organized a bottling works and after 
operating the plant. for several years, 
soli his interest to a company which 
is now one of the largest in the 
south. Since that time, about 10 or 
12 years ago, he was connected with 
a manufacturing chemist’s business 
conducted at 487 Edgewood avenue. 
Since Mrs. Hansen's death, however. 
he had done little work, it was said. 
He made his home at 287 Angier 
avenue. In addition to his son he 
is survived by a daughter, Mrs. Anna 
Belle Tull. 

Funeral services will be conducted 
at 11 o'clock Wednesday morning at 
the chapel of the J. Austin Dillon 
Company by the Rev. W. Lee Cutts.

Washington, April 29.—Coincident 
with the information that Postmast>r 
General Walter F. Brown has named 
a new committee of his own to handle 
federal appointments in Georgia, it 
became known here tonight that three 
members of the original Georgia com- 
mittee, appointed under direction of 
Colonel Horace A. Mann, pre-election 
republican campaign manager in the 
south, are expected in Washington fto- 
morrow to demand a showdown in the 
fight that has developed over author- 
ity of the two committees. 

Postmaster General Brown js re- 
ported to have asked Lindsey Hopkins, 
of Atlanta, to head a new committee 
for the state composed of eight mem- 
bers. The other seven members are 
W. A. Carlisle, of Gainesville; J. D. 
Taylor, of Summerville; G. E. Dekle, 
of Millen; EK, A. Henry, of Augusta; 
H. CC. Daxis, of Macon; J. H. Fetty. 
of Savannah, and H. O. Lovvorn. of 
Carrollton. The latter two, together 
with Mr. Hopkins, were named as 
members of the original Mann body, 
while the wife of Mr. Davis was an- 
nounced as one of the initial group. 

In notifying Mr. Hopkins of his se- 
lection as chairman of the new body, 
Postmaster General Brown is under- 
stood to have requested that he call a 
meeting of the full committee in At- 
lanta Tuesday for the purpose of 
recommending a number of Georgia 
postmastership appointments. 

Georgians Arrive Teday. 

Meantime the three members of the 
original Mann committee who are 
scheduled to appear on the scene here 
tomorrow are HH. G. Hastings, of At- 
lanta, chairman of the Hoover cam- 
paign in Georgia ; R. J. Guinn, Atlan- 
ta banker, who was appointed as a 
Hoovercrat, and Charles Adamson, of 
Cedartown. Hastings and Guinn are 
two of the executive committee of 
three which heads the first committee, 
the third member being Mr. Hopkins. 
Accompanying the three just named 
will be Arthur Lucas, of Atlanta, it 
is said. He is reported to be en route 
to lend his support to the demands of 
the Mann group that their committee 
be given full recoznition. 

It is understood that the postmaster 
general, sought to make Mr. Hastings 
a member of the new body, but he de- 
clined, preferring to stand or tall with 
the original group.

Steps for relief of the numerous 
sufferers from the ravages of the 
series of tornadoes which swept south 
central Georgia last week were taken 
Monday in Washington, Atlanta and 
other points. 

Acting on the request of Repre- 
sentative Larsen, Georgia, the lower 
house of congress unanimously made 
available a fund of approximately 
$2,000,000 to be used to aid farmers 
in the storm-torn s¢ctions in Georgia 
and Carolina. The senate is expected 
to take similar action today on an 
identical measure offered by Senator 
George, of Georgia. 

Messages received in Atlanta and 
in Washington by Red Cross officials 
from workers in the field deseribed 
the situation as worse than previously 
reported and emphasized the n of 
funds. The national organization has 
donated the sum of $25,000 to this 
work. 

In Atlanta, William Glenn, chair- 
man of the disaster relief committee 
for the local chapter of the Red 
Cross, received a message from James 
L. Fieser, acting chairman of the na- 
tional organization, stressing the im- 
portance of immediate aid. Announce- 
ment also was made in Atlanta Mon- 
day that former citizens of Bullock 
county, now living here, are raising a 
fund which they hope will total $500 
before the week is over. 


FUND FOR SUFFERERS 
IS VOTED BY HOUSE. 

Washington, April 29.—(By Staff 
Correspondent.)—Without the _ for- 
mality of a record vote the lower 
house today gave its approval to a 
resolution by Representative W. W. 
Larsen, of Georgia, authorizing use 
of the unexpended balance of the 
Smith-Fulmer $6,000,000 fund for the 
relief of Georgia and South Carolina 
farmers who were victims of the tor- 
nado of last week. Approximately 
$2,000,000 of the fund remains. 

Similar action is expected in the 
upper chamber tomorrow on an iden- 
tical measure offered today by Sena- 
tor Walter F. George, of Georgfa. 
The senate resolution was referred to 
the agricultural committee for action 
and a report is scheduled to be forth- 
coming without delay. 

At the same time officials of the 
American Red Cross announced today 
that the sum of $25,000 has been 
donated by the national organization 
towards a relief fund for sufferers 
from the Georgia-South Carolina tor- 
nado. A statement from Red Cross 
headquarters here said: 

“Reports by telephone today from 
M. K. Reckord, director of disaster 
relief field operations, who arrived in 
Dublin, Ga., from Washington to es- 
tablish relief headquarters, were that 
destruction had been complete in the 
stricken areas. The farmers had Jost 
houses, barns, stock and crops of cot- 
ton, corn and tobacco. The Red Cross 
prepared immediately to distribute 
seed for new crops. 

“Food and clothing had been issued, 
and tents set up, Reckord reported. 

“A staff of eight Red Cross nurses 
is established at Dublin as headquar- 
ters for relief, and five additional dis- 
aster relief workers were sent today 
to speed the relief work up. 

“Red Cross purses were already in 
the field giving inoculations for the in- 
jured, with Miss Ruth Mettinger jn 
charge.

Desire of Wife To “Live 
Own Life” Given as 


Cause of Separation— 
Body Found in Woods. 


New York, April 29.—()—The 
husband of Mrs. Dorothy inselman 
Peacox, 20, New York's third “torch 
slaying” victim within a little more 
than a year, was arrested tonight as 
a material witness in connection with 
his wife's death, 

Earl Francis Peacox, 21, the hus- 
band from whom the girl had been 
separated because of incompatibility, 
was arrested in New York city on a 
warrant issued earlier in White 
Plains and taken to White Plains for 
questioning. 

The charred body of tle girl was 
found Jate Saturday in a ravine near 
Scarsdale by a-steam fitter’s helper, 
who did not report it for six hours. 
A small piece of the material from 
which her dress had been made led 
to identification of the body today by 
the girl’s mother, Mrs. Alphonse A. 
Heinselman, of Bronxville. 

Mrs. Heinselman, the mother, told 
the district attorney and the county 
medical examiner at White Plains 
that her daughter and Peacox were 
married in April. 1928; and that the 
young couple lived at the Heinselman 
home in Bronxville until last Janu- 
ary, when they moved to Mt, Vernon. 

They lived in Mount Vernon only 
about three weeks and then separated, 
because, the mother said, they were 
incompatible and “Dorothy liked to 
do as she pleased.” 

Dorothy obtained a position as a 
stenographer in New York city, the 
mother said. Mrs, Heinselman added 
that the last time she saw her daugh- 
ter was the Saturday before Easter. 


On the other hand, she said, she had 
seen her son-in-law quite frequently, 
the last time being today, when she 
saw bim in Bronxville for a few min- 


es, 

The body of the victim was identi- 
fiel through: the alertness of Mrs. 
Edith Rees, a neighbor of the Heinsel- 
‘man family in Bronxville. She saw 
newspaper pictures of scraps of a 
dress found on the girl’s body and 
read a description of the girl. She 
then persuaded Mrs, Heinselman to 
go to White Plains. 

There Mrs. Heinselman identified 
stiches on the dress as her work. A 
mole on the right ankle also aided 
identification and a Mount Vernon 
dentist who had cared for Mrs. Pea- 
cox’ teeth made it positive.

Richmond, Va.,° April 29.—(#)—A 
special statutory court here today de- 
nied the petition of six trunk line rail- 
roads seeking an injunction to restrain 
the interstate commerce commission 
from requiring the roads to put in ef- 
feet reduced refrigerator car charges 


on fruits, vegetables and other perish- 
able products. 


The decree was handed down in the 


United States district court by Cir- 
euit Court Judge John J. Parker, of 
Charlotte, N. C.; District Judge D. 
Lawrence Groner, of Norfolk, and 
District Judge Morris A. Soper, of 
Baltimore. After hearing argument 
and taking the ease under advisement 
the court asked the interstate com- 
merce commission to défer putting into 
effect the reduced rates, originally 
scheduled for May 1, until May 15. 
The railroads sought to obtain from 
the court av interlocutory and per- 
manent injunction restraining the en- 
forcement of the commission’s recent 
order reducing refrigerator charges. 
The interstate commerce commis- 
sion has agreed to give a hearing to 
the carriers. The railroads complain- 
ing of the commission’s order are the 
Atlantic Coast Line, the Richmond, 
Fredericksburg & Potomac, the Sea- 
board Air Line, Baltimore & Ohio, 
Florida East Coast Line and the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Companies.

Amendments aimed to give manu- 
facturers of cotton goods the benefit of 
the export debenture plan and to pro- 
vide for operation of Muscle Shoals 
were offered in the senate to the bill.

Smith said. “The only reason air trav- 
el has not kept abreast of airplane de- 
velopment is because the educational 
campaign which would “sell” the serv- 
ice to Americans has lagged. Plane 
travel is just as safe, dependable and 
much faster than train or automo- 
bile. The machines now being manu- 
factured are almost fool-proof. 

“If Atlanta does provide the land- 
ing space, it would give her an ad- 
vantage not enjoyed by any other city 
of the entire country. My suggestion 
is not that Candler field be abandoned. 
That would be foolish, because there 
would not be enough room to establish 
a flying field over the railway tracks.

Berlin, April 29.—(4)—Cabinet dis- 


eussions with Dr. Hjalmar Schacht 
here today were reported to have de- 
| veloped unanimity of opinion that 
| Chairman Owen D. Young, of the in- 
| ternational committee of experts for 
revisions of reparations was the only 
person now with power to save the 
conference. 

It was said any compromise plan 
that he might suggest, if acceptance 
to the allied creditors, would not 
meet definite objection from Germany 
provided it was not so inflexible that 
with changed economic conditions 
there would be no possibility of re- 
vision. 

In other words, even supposing Mr. 
Young should submit figures beyond 
what the German economic experts 
consider the present capacity of Get- 
many to pay. this figure would prob- 
ably be accepted provided it could be 
revised if found impossible of fulfill- 
ment. 

It was stated that the German au- 
thorities would then loyally do every- 
thing in their power to extract the 
last possible pfennig from the German 
people for the reparations payments. 
If such measures, loyally undertaken, 
proved ineffective, the German gov- 
ernment would want to be in position 
to demand revision without being 
charged with bad faith.

THE MANAGEMENT OF LEG 
ULCER. 

There are a great many folk af- 
flicted with raw, troublesome, painful, 
sometimes bleeding ulcers of the skin 
of the leg, usually the effect of vari- 
cose veins in the leg, and it is only too 
common to find that some of these 
sufferers are resigned to permanent 
disability or permanent suffering from 
this cause when, if the condition were 
properly managed, complete healing is 
readily obtained. Very rarely indeed 
is such an ulcer incurable, although 
the victim may feel discouraged and 
give up the effort to obtain a cure, 
having tried this and that remedy in 
vain. Now and then such an uleer 
develops malignancy, becomes cancer- 
ous, when long neglected or maltreat- 


}ed, and then the chance for complete 


healing is more remote, though radical 
surgey plus X-ray treatment will still 
give a complete cure in the majority 
of cases.

It is ridiculous to im- 
agine any “antiseptic” or ointment or 
other local remedy can accomplish 
that, except by accident. 

An old and valuable method = of 
dressing such ulcers is the application 
of what is Known among physicians 
as Unna’s paste. A satisfactory for- 
mula is 6 ounces of gelatin, 3 ounces 
of zine oxid, 10 ounces of glycerin and 
10 ounces of water, slowly heated and 


stirred until a smooth rubbery mass is ° 


obtained; this is heated enough. to 
melt it to the consistency of paint, 
and so applied to the entire leg, ulcer 
and all, with a clean paint brush, 
from the base of the toes nearly up 
to the knee. The uleer should first 
be cleansed with ordinary soap and 
water and gently dried. 


; ; 
Upon the first coat of paint apply 


an ordinary gauze or muslin bandage 
spirally from toes to the upper border 
of paint. Then another coat of paint. 
Then another coat of paint. Finally 
a third coat of paint, a third band- 
age, and finish with a fourth coat of 
naint. You now have a leg that will 
stand without hitching, and a dress- 
ing that will support and protect the 
leg and uleer, permit drainage or or- 
dinary discharge from the ulcer, and 
require renewal once a week. 

No other treatment is necessary 
while this paste dressing is in use. In 
some cases the dressing once applied 
may be left undisturbed for several 
weeks, provided it does not become un- 
comfortable, and when it is finally re- 
moved the ulcer will be found nearly 
if not quite healed over.

Herman N. Bundesen has lifted the 
verdict of a coroner’s jury from two- 
line obscurity to front page impor- 
tance in newspapers, 

He: took time off today, although 
deep in the investigation of the St. 
Valentine’s Day massacre of seven 
men, to tell how and why he does 
things. 

“I can look every man in the eye.” 
he said quietly in explaining the ef- 


ficiency of his office in the few months 
of his service.

Dr. Bundesen was elected last fall 
by the largest majority ever accoriled 
n candidate in Cook county, .running 
as a democrat, 100,000 votes ahead 
of President Hoover, who carried the 
county. 

While health commissioner of Chi- 
cago from 1922 to 1927, he saved the 
lives of hundreds of babies each year 
by a systematic form of instruction 
for mothers. During that period he 
also wrote six books of health in- 
struction, demanded and _ obtained 
pure milk for the city, lessened the 
smoke nuisance and gained for Chi- 
cago a place as the healthiest large 


F Office Is Menace. 

In an equally aggressive start as 
coroner, he has made his office a 
force to be reckoned with by the un- | 
derworld., 

Cook county coroner's juries in the | 
past have been of doubtful origin, 
composed usually of street loafers 
anxious’ to earn $1.50. Once dis- 
missed, the jury was often impossible 
to recall. False names and addresses 
were not the exception. 

When the seven gangsters were 
slain in the North Clark street garage 
St. Valentine's Day, Dr. Bundesen 
determined his course of procedure. 
The customary perfunctory eoroner’s 
jury verdict, “slain by persons  un- 
known,’’ was not rushed through in 
short order as usual. 

Six outstanding citizens, leaders in 
business, were chosen for a jury, and 
an exhaustive examination of events 
surrounding the shooting began, with 
startling results. 


Expert Is Called. 


Long after police activity ceased to 
be important news the coroner's jury 
continued to report progress which 
promised ultimate solution. A _fire- 
arms expert was brought from New 
York city, expense born by private 
contribution, and a Systematic tracing 
of bullets made. 

Even though the murderers may not 
be apprehended and convicted through 
the work of the expert, Major Calvin 
Goddard, it seemed certain Chicago 
will have a new bureau to ail in 
runing down criminals by tracing bul- 
lets and guns.

| Calling of loans today was moder- 
ate, but for a time the money situa- 
tion was disquieting. When the rate 
| Was put up to 15 per cent brokers 
were seeking $40,000,000 at the loan 
| desk, and even with the higher rate 

funds were slow in appearing. The 
however, was quiet. The 16 
per cent money of Friday appeared to 
have discouraged public participation 
for the time being. Total sales aggre- 
gated but, 3,272,840 shares, some 700,- 
O00 less than Friday's, 

The news over the week-end was 
meager, including a few more excellent 
first quarter earning statements, and 
a variety of unverifiable mefger ru- 
mors. Anaconda Copper Mining Com-

Governor Roy A. Young, of the fed-

10 of member banks were reported at 
$515,182,000 in the reserve review, 
an increase of $4,102,000 over the 
date four weeks previous. Small in- 
crease in government. securities hold- 
ings were reported, while increases 
were also noted in other securities. 

The volume of prospective building 
reported in 20 cities in the district 
for March increased over February, 
but was smaller than the same month 
in 1928. New Orleans topped the list 
while Atlanta was second for the 
month, reporting 270 projects planned 
at an expenditure of $1,772,214. a de- 
crease Of 3.7 per cent compared with 
March, 1928. The decrease for the 
entire 20 cities as of March, 1928, and 
1929, was approximately 19 per cent. 


Consumption Gains. 


Cotton consumption in the sixth 
district was reported larger in March 
than for February. or for the same 
period xr. 1928. The production of 
cotton cloth was estimated at an ad- 
vance of .6.5 pet cent greater than for 
February and 12.2 per cent greater 
than in Maren, 1928. The yarn out- 
put in the district was 18 per cent 
greater than for February and 1.0 per 
,cent greater than for March, 1928. 

Increases in the recapts ef turpen- 
tine and naval stores at three principle 
naval stores markets showed substan- 
tial increases. 

Receipts of turpentine in March 
were 78 per cent greater than in Feb- 
ruary and 50 per cent greater than in 
March, 1928, 

The agricultural outlook for the dis- 
trict was slightly less favorable than 
last year, prospects being impaired by 
heavy rains during the month. The 
peach crop outlook was 84 per cent of 
normal as compared with 85 per cent 
last year. 

The total number of commercial fail- 
ures reported for the sixth district for 
March, 1929, was set at 101 by the 
R. G. Dun report, with liabilities of 
$2,983,415. Three other districts of 
the 12 showed a fewer number of 
failures.

The names of only three of the 
aviators are given: Lieutenant Al- 
bert D. Hulse, former army and air 
mail pilot; Captain Harry W. Lyon, 
Jr., navigator on the trans-Pacific 
flight of the Southern Cross, and 
Lieutenant L. T. O'Connell, radio 
officer at Lakehurst. The commander, 
the newspaper said, will be a ae 
War aviator with more than 5, 
flying hours to his credit.

YOUNG THINKS WAVE 
WILL SOON SUBSIDE 


Los Angeles, April 29.—(P)—Roy 
A. Young, governor of the federal 
reserve board. said here today that a 
natural readjustment of the — stock 
market will follow the wave. of spec- 
ulation now sweeping the country anid 
there is no reason for “tinkering” 
with the federal reserve banking sys- 
tem because of the sensational market 
movements.

Washington, April 29.—(#)—Sena- 
tor Wheeler, democrat, Montana, to-

In a discussion of the resolution, 
Senator Simmons, democrat, North 
Carolina, deciared that the proposed 
investigation should include all sec- 
tions of the country as well as the 
three southern states and Senator 
Waish, democrat, Massachusetts, said 
he was in accord with the suggestion. 

“I see no necessity at this time for 
authorization of such an investigation 
either in the south or in New Eng- 
land,” Simmons said. “Because we 
have agencies whose duty it is to as- 
certain the facts sought in this reso- 
lution. 


“It does not seem to me that the 
investigation would be justified but if 
it is to be ordered; then [I insist that 
it shall not be sectional but shall in- 
clude the whole country.”

Mrs. Carruther’s body, attired in a 
night dress, was lying on the floor of 
the kitchenette. Her husband’s body, 
fully dressed except for his coat and 
vest was lying across hers. 

The bodies were discovered when 
an iceman became suspicious after re 
peated ringings of the bell over a pe- 
riod of several days failed to get a 
response.
